Document 1 describes a terminal device that is configured such that it is 
connected to a network and operating, and characterized by having a logical 
disconnection means that logically disconnects the terminal device from the network 
when a broadcast storm is detected. 

Document 2 describes, as a broadcast storm method, a method that detects the 
number of broadcast packets received from a network within a specified amount of
